FARM CALENDAR! 


Adams county dairy farmers are 
interested in producing high qual­ 
ity milk for two important reasons. 
It is a good product, and high qual­ 
ity milk brings a higher price than 
a poor product. 
Among the factors involved in 
milk production, the cow, the stable, 
the utensils, the milker and the 
methods of handling are all im­ 
portant. says County Agent Hart­ 
man. 
Careful observance of the 
best principles is essential in the 
production of high quality milk. 
Healthy Cows Needed 
First of all, the cow must be 
healthy. 
Milk from cows suffering 
from tuberculosis is dangerous to 
human health. 
Fortunately. Penn­ 
sylvania has a board of health rul­ 
ing which requires that all milk 
sold for human food must be from 
cow's free from tuberculosis or it 
must be pasteurised. 
The 
feed 
eaten by the cow should be clean 
and wholesome, and 
a sufficient 
supply of good, pure water should 
be available. During the winter the 
long hair on the cow s flanks and 
udder should be clipped, and she 
should be kept clean so that dirt 
will not fall into the milk. 
Stables are best when equipped 
with a good, tight floor, lime con­ 
crete. with a cork, brick, or plank 
platform on which the cow can 
stand 
Plenty of windows placed 
so the sun will shine into the 
stable and ventilation to provide a 
good supply of fresh air are other 
important provisions. 
Use Clean Utensils 
Keeping all utensils in a clean 
sanitary condition aids in the pro­ 
duction 
of 
high 
quality 
milk. 
Rinsed first in cold or lukewarm 
water, pails, strainers 
and 
cans 
should then be washed with hot 
water and a dairy washing powder, 
using a brush instead of a cloth 
for the purpose. Rinsed then with 
hot water, the utensils must be in­ 
verted on a rack if they are to 
drain and dry properly 
If the milker is a careless, slov­ 
enly person who does not wear 
reasonably clean clothing and who 
fails to keep his hands clean, the 
milk invariably will be of poor 
quality even with other conditions; 
good. On the other hand, a care­ 
ful person, who realises that milk 
is a human food and must be kept 
clean, will usually hr.ve a product 
of high quality although stable con­ 
ditions may not be ideal. 
Strain and Cool Milk 
Straining the milk through can­ 
ton flannel is preferred to use of 
cheese cloth, which is too coarsely 
woven. 
The best material for the 
strainer is the regular cotton filter 
cloth, which should be destroyed 
after uslhg once. 
Where canton 
flannel is used it should be washed I 
thoroughly after each milking and 
bolled for at least five minutes each 
day, 
Cooling milk and holding it 4 
at low temperature will retard the 
growth and multiplication of bac­ 
teria. which cause milk to spoil 
Even the most carefully produced 
milk will contain some bacteria, but 
their development can be checked 
by cooling.

The 
result is a few weeks of heavy lay­ 
ing followed by a molt and drop In 
production, 
says 
County 
Agent 
Hartman. 
Such a condition can be avoided 
often by wise feeding and manage­ 
ment. The pullets should be moved 
to the laying house and any change 
of feeding made before production 
starts. 
Furthermore,
